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(d) from about 0.01% to about 1% by weight of the total composition of a 
coupling agent; 

(e) from about 0.1% to about 5% by weight of the total composition of a 
curing agent; 

(f) up to about 20% by weight of the total composition of an extending filler; 
and; 

(g) from about 0.1% to about 5% by weight of the total composition of at least 
one processing fluid,^herein said coupling agent (d) is present in an 
amount effective to act as a surface modifier for the reinforcing filler and 
the anti-tracking agent!j 

3. (Amended) A composition of claim 2, wherein the silicone 
polymer is represented by recurring units of Formula I

(D) 0.1 to 5 weight parts of a peroxide based curing agent, wherein said 
silane treating agent (C) is present in an amount effective to act as a surface 
modifier for the aluminum hydroxide powder.
